CAIRO. — Friction between Coptic 
Christians and Moslems has in* 
creased, despite high-level com* 
mon efforts to soothe frayed 
tempers, sources on both sides said 
yesterday. 

Government sources said Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat was upset by the 
fact that the on-and*off unrest has 
flared again bn the eve of his three- 
day visit to Washington for talks 
with President Jimmy Carter on 
Palestinian autonomy. Sadat 
arrives in Washington tomorrow. 

Sadat would have liked to make 
the trip with a show of solid support 
on the domestic front, the sources 
said. 

. The latest incident in the Coptic- 
Moslem dispute came on Friday 
when the Coptic Church spurned a 
traditional government offer to 
broadcast Easter services from two 
Cairo churches last night and to- 
day, government officials said. 

Coptic sources said that the rejec- 
tion was In line with last week's 
decision by the Holy Synod, chaired 
by Pope Shenudah m, to cancel all 
official festivities, but not religious 
services, marking Easter this year. 

The decision protested alleged 
persecution Of the seven- mill Ion- 


member Coptic minority by ex- 
tremist elements of the Moslem 
majority and government "failure 
to act." community sources said.

Cairo denies Sadat threat to quit

Egypt last night denied that 
President Anwar Sadat has 
threatened to quit office should the 
negotiations for West Bank and 
Gaza autonomy fail to produce 
tangible results. 

Kuwait's daily newspaper, "Al- 
Qabas." yesterday claimed that 
Sadat has told President Jimmy 
Carter that he would resign If the 
. autonomy talka with Israel failed to 
achieve progress before May 28. 

In a dispatch from Washington, 


the paper quoted "an informed 
American source" as saying that 
Sadat now hopes that by using the 
resignation card — the last one 
available to him — he'll be able to 
convince Carter to pressure Israel. 

In Cairo, Mrs. HUnmat Mustafa, 
Sadat’s press spokeswoman, aald 
that the Kuwait report was 
“wishful thinking." 

The report also was discounted 
by Anla Mansour, editor of "Oc- 
tober" magazine, who Is close to 
Sadat. 


Iraqi student is killed in 
funeral procession attack 


BAGHDAD. — An Iraqi student 
was killed and several were slightly 
Injured when a grenade was hurled 
at a funeral procession In Baghdad 
yesterday, the Iraqi News Agency 
reported. 

It said thousands of students were 
taking part in the funeral of two of 
their colleagues, one of them a girl, 
who died of injuries received In a 
grenade attack last Tuesday. 

A man of Iranian origin was 
blamed for the attack on Tuesday In 
which Deputy Prime Minister 
Tarlq Aziz and a number of 
students were injured.- 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
alleged that neighbouring Iran was 
behind Tuesday's attack and vowed 
revenge. 

But on Friday, the head of Iran's 
Islamic revolutionary courts, 
Ayatollah Sadek Khalkhall. denied 
(he allegation at a press conference 
In Damascus and described Hus- 
sein as a "butcher killer." 

INA gave no details of the at- 
tacker In yesterday's incident but 
said' students In the procession sur- 
rounded the Iranian school and the 
homes of a number of Iranians in 
the district- They were dispersed by 
security men. 

The agency identified the person 
who died In the blast as a student 
but did not give Ws name. 


Meanwhile, the Iraqi authorities 
have ousted six Marxist Palestinian 
terrorists from the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (DFLPi and closed their 
office In Baghdad. 

"A seventh comrade was 
arrested and the eighth couldn't ob- 
tain an exit visa to leave Iraq," said 
the chief of the DFLP office in 
Baghdad. 

Nayef Knwatmeb, leader of the 
pro-Moscow DFLP, had strongly 
criticized the Pan-Arab People's 
Congress held In the Iraqi capital 
last week in support of Hussein’s 
charter for pan-Arab action.

Carter lines up issues 


for Sadat, Begin talks

U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
hets listed the issues of East 
Jerusalem Arabs and the 
settlements among five 
"critical questions" he plans to 
discuss with President Anwar 
Sadat and Premier Menahem 
Begin, U.S. officials disclosed 
yesterday. 

Carter Is due to open talks with 
Sadat on Tuesday, followed by 
meetings with Begin on April 23 ar.d 
JB, ir an atromp; to break :he : 0 - 
month-oid deadlock over the 
proposed autonomy lor the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. Sadat is 
scheduled to arrive at Andrews Air 
Force base tomorrow afternoon. He 
will have at least two days of talks 
with Carter and other senior ad- 
ministration officials before ad- 
dressing the National Press Cluo on 
Thursday. 

The U S. officials said that Carter 
will try to bridge the gap between 
Sadat and Begin In an attempt to 
gsv** the floundering autonomy 
negotiations a new momentum, and 
neutralize Palestinian and Arab op- 
position to the talks. 

Echoing ar. aide to Sadat, the of- 
ficials said that the possibility of a 
three-way summit on the autonomy 
issue was not being ruled out. The 
Egyptian aide. Under Secretary of 
State Osuma el- Betz, now In 
Washing! on. said that the tripartite 
meeting seemed "Inevitable, *' 
presumably because of the wide 
gap separating Sadat and Begin 
over fundamental issues related to 
self-ride. 

The five key issues Carter has 
outlined fo*- discussion with the two 
leaders were stud by U.S. officials 
to be- 


• The status of Israeli settlements 
in the administered territories. 

• Whether East Jerusalem Arabs 
should voce in elections to the pro- 
jected self-governing authority In 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

• Who should control water 
resources in the territories, in- 
cluding the relevant stretch of the 
Jordan River. 

• What powers the self-governing 
authority is to enjoy — legislative, 
as Egypt demands, or ad- 
ministrative, as Israel insists. 

• Overall security procedures, in- 
cluding the scope of authority IDF 
troops will exercise in the 
territories following redeployment, 
and the withdrawal of Israeli 
military and civilian administra- 
tion. as stipulated In the Camp 
David peace agreement. 

Eaz yesterday said In Washington 
that Israel would have to accept 
two key conditions if the autonomy 
negotiations were to succeed: a 
total freeze on new settlement con- 
struction in the territories, and the 
inclusion of the East Jerusalemites 
in the autonomy vote. 

He indicated' that Egypt would 
propose two moves to ease Israel's 
security concern: the formation of 
a negotiating committee to deal 
w:*.h security questions, and the 
demilitarization of the West Bank 
ar.d Gaza where an international 
peacekeeping force or a joint Egyp- 
tian. Israeli force would be set up. 

On the May 26 “target date" for 
concluding the autonomy 
negotiations. Baz said the parties 
should be "determined" to meet 
that goal, but he left the door open 
for further negotiations afterwards, 
if the parties felt that “enough 
progress" was still being made. 

He said that Egypt expected "a 
serious discussion of the main 
isruea" during the Carter-Sadat 
and Carter- Begin meetings and

bridge the gap." 

Baz accused the Israeli govern- 
ment of not living up to its com- 
mitments last year to implement a 
series of "confidence building" 
gestures toward the Palestinians. 

Speaking at a news briefing 
arranged by John P. Wallach. 
foreign affairs editor of the Hearst 
newspapers, the Egyptian said his 
country regarded such gestures as 
essential In trying to enlist WesL 
Bank and Gaza support for the 
proposed autonomy scheme. 

Generally regarded as a 
hardliner In the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry, he cited four examples of 
what he claimed Israel had under- 
taken, but not Implemented, iaat 
year: 

• Israel has not yet freed as many 
Palestinian "political prisoners" as 
Egypt had originally expected at 
the Ume of Begln's letter to Carter 
on this sensitive subject, shortly 
after the peace ircatv was signed 
last year. 

• Israel has not yet lifted the 
prohibition limiting Palestinian 
political activity in the West Bank 
and Gaza. Specifically, he spoke of 
Egypt's expectation last year that 
Israel would permit Palestinian 
political assemblies. 

• Israel has not yet permitted very 
many Palestinians to return to the 
West Bank and Gaza under what 
Baz said was an Israeli commit- 
ment to allow “family 
reunifications." 

• Israel has not yet relocated its 
military headquarters and other 
armed concentrations from 
heavily-populated West Bank and 
Gaza areas to the outskirts of the 
major towns and villages. 

U.S.. Egyptian and Israeli of- 
ficials here all confirmed that the 
"Gaza first” proposal for setting-up 
self-rule is still very much alive as 
a possible compromise that might 
help break the current stalemate. 
First raised by Sadat last year, the 
Idea Is now seen here as more at- 
tractive to Begin and the Israeli 
cabinet than it was originally. 


"The planned protest moves are 
irresponsible acts by sects which 
liv* abroad ,md do uot know Is.-' 
facts about what is going on tn 
Egypt." a statement widely dis- 
tributed by the government* 
controlled media said.

“Absolutely contradictory to 
“an.; David" was the reaction of a 
li-.-«e.fiment source in Jerusalem 
last night to the suggestion put 
forward in Washington yesterday 
by Osama el-Baz. counsellor to 
President Anwar Sadat, that the 
West Bank be demilitarized. 

Speaking at a press briefing, Baz 
said that Sadat Is likely to make 
this proposal in his meeting with 
President Carter this week. He said 
that the demilitarization should be 
supervised either by an Inter- 
national force or a Joint Egyptlan- 
Israell force. 

The Jerusalem source pointed out 
that this suggestion clashed head- 
on with the Camp David agree- 
ment, which specifically states that 
after the withdrawal of the military 
government on the West Bank “the 
remaining Israeli forces will be 
redeployed in specified security 
locations." 


There is no likelihood that Israel 
would agree to such a change, the 
source said. 

Baz also spoke of the probable 
need for a new Carter-Sadat-Begln 
summit if the separate Carter- 
Sadat and Carier-Begin talks prove 
fruitless. 

The Jerusalem reaction to this 
was that if this was a gambit to 
release Egypt, from Its under- 
takings at Camp David, Israel 
would see no reason to agree. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
is due to leave for Washington next 
Sunday or Monday, and he will be 
accompanied by Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg, who heads 
Israel's negotiating team on the 
autonomy plan. 

Wednesday's cabinet meeting 
will be devoted to a political debate 
geared to Begln's visit to 
Washington.

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Japan issues document 
urging a Palestinian state

Heavy reinforce meets of police 
and border patrolmen were rushed 
into Jerusalem's Old City on Friday 
to break up a fracas Involving hun- 
dreds of Moslems who tried to atop 
a group pf religious Jews attemp- 
ting to force their way into the 
Omarlya school building overlook- 
ing the Temple Mount. 

Police used two minibuses to 
carry off the Jewish students, who 
said they were from the Torat 
Kohanlm yeshlva. The police later 
said that the fracas tnvolved only 
"two dozen" people. But 
eyewitnesses said at least 300 
Moslems faced off against more 
I than 50 Jews. 

One of the Jews reportedly fired 
two shots from an automatic 
weapon he was carrying. 
Eyewitnesses said he, along with 
about 25 of the Jews, was put into a 
police bus and taken to the Russian 
Compound for questioning. 

All of those detained were releas- 
ed by sunset on Friday, Including 
the armed man, who was released 


on bail. He told police he fired his 
weapon after he became frightened 
by the crowd. 

According to eyewitnesses the 
fracas, which involved punches and 
pushing by both groups, broke out 
when the Jews Insisted on entering 
the school grounds. A group of 
Arabs at the entrance said the 
building was already full of 
tourists. The Jews tried to force 
their way in and then the fight 
began, the eyewitnesses said. As 
hundreds of Moslems on their way 
to prayers began arriving on the 
scene, just off the Via Dolorosa, the 
man with the weapon fired, freez- 
ing the scene into a brief and stunn- 
ed silence that quickly turned Into a 
fight. It took police about an hour to 
clear the area. Police sources ex- 
plained yesterday that they tried to 
"play down" the fracas In radio 
reports during Friday, to keep the 
tension down. 

Many religious Jews will not 
enter the Temple Mount due to a 
rabbinical decree concerning un- 
certainty about the exact location 
of the Holy of Holies In Temple 
times. 
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TOKYO. — The Foreign Ministry 
on Friday said that Japan believes 
In the Palestinians’ right to es- 
tablish an Independent state.

Teking Man’ still eludes searchers

PEKING. — On a bitterly cold 
December day 50 years ago in the 
Chinese village of Zhoukoudlan, a 
26-year-old anthropologist plucked - 
a skull from under his shovei In a 
cave where - local peasants had 
reported finding "dragon bones." 

Professor Pel Wenzhong had 
made one of the greatest scientific 
discoveries of all time. 

The skull of "Peking Man.” a 
human with overhanging brow and 
massive jaws who lived from 200,- 
000 to 600,000 years ago. was the 
first solid evidence that modem 
man evolved from apes. The skull 
also proved man had used fire cen- 
turies earlier than had been believ- 
ed. 

But the famous skull, and four out 
of five others found in the . same 
cave, disappeared during World 
War II on their way t.o the U.S. 

The international mystery has 
never been solved. China’s "Peking 
Man" specialist, Wu Rukang, a 
colleague of Pel. hopes the U.S. 
can find the relics. 

"The only specimens we have of 
our ‘Peking Man' are these five 
teeth, a lower jawbone and a skull 
in two pieces,” Wu said In gentle 
dismay. 

He held out a brown wooden 
drawer from an ordinary filing 
cabinet at the Institute of 
Vertebrate Paleontology. Inside 
were molars, much like those den- 
tists work on today, except larger. 
In another drawer lay the skull and 
jawbone, like dusty rocks, covered 
with ordinary cotton. 

Wu said the precious skulls were 
kept at Peking University Medical 
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College until the U.S. entered the 
war in the Pacific in 1941. Two 
American scientists working at the 
college, Henry S. Houghton and a 
man recalled only as T. Bowen, 
took the skulls by train to Tianjin 
port (Tientsin) to be shipped to the 
U.S. on an American freighter. 

“We do not know what happened 
,to the men," Wu said. "Some peo- 
ple think the train was captured by 
the Japanese, others say the ship 
was sunk by a Japanese torpedo. 

“A professor at the New York 
Museum of Natural History thought 
the boxes were seized In Tianjin. 
We investigated but could not find 
them there. 

"When I went to a conference In 
Toledo, Ohio, last spring, many 
American anthropologists said they 
wanted to help us find the skulls. 
We have not given up hope, but so 
far there Is no trace of them In 
China. Japan or the U.S." 

On a small hill near Zhoukou- 
dlan, excavations continued in the 
1950s in several caves. During Mao 
Tae-tung'a 1968-76 anti-intellectual 
Cultural Revolution, the 
anthropologists were "writing 
revolutionary posters and atten- 
ding ideology meetings,” Wu said. 

In late 1978, anthropologists and 
local workmen resumed digging in 
a new cave near the original one. 
They have marked its walls Into 
numbered sections with white chalk 
to keep track of what is found 
. where. 

A dozen workmen, weather- 
hardened faces peering from 
beneath fur caps, haul 
wheelbarrows full of fist-sized 
rocks from the cave. Picks clank 
against the stone-studded earth. 

Over the hill, visitors poke 
around the cave — 40 metres high 
and 40 metres wide — where the six 
“Peking Man" skulls were found. 
High on the cave wall a white sign 
says, “Peking Man skull was pick- 
od up here in 1929." 

Foreigners can now visit the 
caves but need special visas 
because SQioukoudian is outside the 
30-kilometre radius of Peking In 
which foreigners can circulate. A 
soldier guards the limit post, the 
Marco Polo Bridge, where the 
Italian explorer crossed into Pek- 
ing and where the SIno* Japanese 
war began in 1937. 


A four-room museum next to the 
cave has just been re-opened. It dis- 
plays remains that show the life of 
Peking men and women, members 
of the species "homo erectus" 
which emerged a million years ago, 
long before "homo sapiens,” or 
modern man. 

Between 30 and 50 people lived at 
about the same time In the cave. 

The anthropologists found 
thousands of rocks cut into .tools 
with which the cave people cut their 
meat. 

In the 13 layers of refuse dug 
from the cave, two are of ashes, 
some are as thick as six metres. 
The museum scientists said the 
“Peking Man" cave-dwellers kept 
their fire burning all the time for 
fear it never could be re-started, 
and it probably burned for cen- 
turies. 

In the museum's glass cases are 
thousands of tiny bones of mice, 
birds, boars, horses and other 
creatures that they ate. Fangs from 
sabre-toothed tigers, skulls of deer 
with wide antlers shaped like huge 
lettuce leaves and skeletons of 
large hyenas. Some of the animal 
fossils date back 10m. years. 

An analysis of 22 bones of 
different "Peking Man" occupants 
of the cave showed 15 died under 14 
years of age, three between 15 and 
30 years, three between 40 and 50 
years and only one lived to between 
50 to 60 years. Some skulls are 
battered, Indicating Peking men 
and women lolled each other. 

Research by 120 scientists in 17 
institutions and colleges In China 
since 1977 fixed the date, of the 
oldest human bones at 600,000 
years, 100.000 years more than was 
thought when the first skull was dis- 
covered in 1929. 

Today, the once shrub-covered 
hill is barren. From the excavation 
site Is a view of what the 20th cen- 
tury descendants of "Peking Man" 
have wrought: grimy limestone 
and coal processing and chemical 
factories. Huge trucks belching 
smoke and pollution whine and roar 
down crowded roads. 

At the museum entry hangs a 
sign from Karl Marx, "Labour Is 
the Basic Foundation of a Human 
Being's Life."

Will Pakistani A-bomb be in Libya’s arsenal?

LONDON. — The good news’!* that 
Libya's Colonel Gaddafi, after a 
decadeeof loudly proclaiming to the 
world bis desire for atomic bombs, 
has just announced that Libya has 
no intention of acquiring them after 
all. The bad news Is that he is 
probably just getting his denial In 
first, before the accusations begin 
that he really is going to get his 
hands on a nuclear weapon. 

Not that Libya, has the ability to 
build its own atomic bomb. There 
are not enough Libyan nuclear 
scientists to fill a taxi. But when 
Pakistan tests its first ther- 
monuclear weapon, probably 
within the next few months, there 
will be Intense suspicion that Libya 
has its name on one of the bombs 
that Pakistan produces. Libya’s ■ 
services have been Indispensable to 
the Pakistani nuclear programme, 
and Gaddafi rarely gives 
something for nothing. 

The history of Pakistan’s long 
and determined effort to construct 
Its own nuclear weapons Is now 
fairly clear. By 1972 It already had 
550 qualified nuclear scientists and 
engineers. When It discovered that 
India was developing a nuclear ex- 
plosive device, Islamabad began to 
think seriously about the need to 
match this. 

Soon after India tested Its 
“peaceful" nuclear explosive In 
May, 1974, a Pakistani scientist 
called Dr. Abdul Qadlr Khan pulled 
off one of the great espionage coups 
of the century. He was then working 
at the British -Ge rman- D utc h Joint 
Centrifiige Project at Alraelo In the 
Netherlands, and managed to- 
gether all the Information needed to 
build a copy of the centrifuge for 
' enriching uranium that was being 
developed there. He returned to 
Pakistan in 1975. 

Of course the Pakistan govern- 
ment knew that all the major 
powers would be alert to detect and 
stop any attempt by Pakistan to 
follow India's example. Any 
attempt to buy the equipment and 
materials needed to build a 
Pakistani bomb would meet 
tremendous resistance from the 
anti-proliferation lobby, which now 
included all the major suppliers of 
nuclear technology except France. 

Adopting a brilliant strategy of 
misdirection, Pakistan began 


publicly negotiating- a contract with 
France for -the construction of a 
nuclear reprocessing plant. This 
plant was allegedly Intended for the 
peaceful purpose of reprocessing 
spent fuel from nuclear power 
plants. But everybody knew that it 
was far too big for Pakistan's small 
civil nuclear power Industry. They 
also knew that the reprocessing 
plant could be used to extract 
plutonium from the used fuel with 
which to build small atomic bomba. 

Enormous international pres- 
sure was ' brought on France to 
cancel the deal. It eventually 
succeeded — but while everyone's 
attention was fixed on the 
reprocessing plant. Pakistan was 
quietly proceeding towards nuclear 
weapons . by an entirely different 
route. During 1975-78, operating 
through false front organizations 
and carefully spreading its 
purchases among a number of 
different countries, Pakistan 
bought the parts necessary to make 
the centrifuge whose plans Dr. 
Khan had brought back from the 
Netherlands. 

- The centrifuge, which was secret- 
ly constructed at Kahota, near 
Rawalpindi, is a far better route to 
nuclear weapons than the cancelled 
reprocessing plant, for It produces 
enriched uranium instead of 
plutonium. With uranium, Pakistan 
Is not restricted to the primitive 
atomic bomb exploded by India, but 
can go at once to a quite impressive 
hydrogen bomb. 

The uranium was supplied by the 
partly French-owned mining com- 
pany- in Niger, Cogema, and was 
shipped to Pakistan via Libya. The 
French government strenuously 
maintains that It was a straight- 
forward commercial transaction 
arranged by Cogema's majority 
shareholder, the government of 
Niger, but the fact remains that 110 
tons of uranium concentrate were' 
sold to P&ldstan, and 258 tons to 
Libya. 

With these uranium supplies and 
its centrifuge at Kahota, Pakistan 
can now fabricate about one ther- 
monuclear bomb a year. The first 
test of the "Islamic bomb” may 
come In the next few weeks. Indeed, 
Pakistan has just rejected the U.S. 
offer of 3400m. of military aid, 
made just after the Soviet Union 
moved into Afghanistan, because 


Washington was trying to use this 
aid as a bargaining counter to stop 
the Pakistani bomb. 

There can be no doubt that India 
has brought this alarming develop- 
ment on itself. It will now have to 
live with the threat of Pakistani 
nuclear weapons developed In 
response to its own nuclear teat. An 
Indo-Paklstani nuclear arms race 
Is a distinct possibility, but it Is at 
least a prospect the world has had 
time to get used to. 

The unknown factor In the equa- 
tion is Libya, which allegedly 
supplied a large part of the finance 
for Pakistan's nuclear weapons 
programme, and certainly was the 
means of acquiring the Indispen- 
sable uranium. 

One of the first things Colonel 
Gaddafi did after seizing power In 
1969 was to send an envoy to China 


seeking to buy an atomic bomb. He 
has often since expressed his desire 
to own a few — In order, he says, to 
counter the deterrent effect on the 
Arabs of Israel’s own un- 
acknowledged nuclear weapons. 

It is not Impossible that Gaddafi’s 
payment for all this help to 
Pakistan may be a bomb of his own. 
His air force has 12 Soviet -supplied 
Tu-22 bombers which have just 
enough range to reach Israel from 
eastern Libya. 

Of course Pakistan will keep at 
least the first few bomba it maker 
for itself — and It may not hav« 
promised any bombs to Libya 
anyway — so a Libyan nuclear 
capability against Israel is perhaps 
several years away. But it is a 
possibility that must cause the 
gravest concern, for Gaddafi is not 
the most moderate or predictable of 
men.

In the brief but tumultuous three- 
month period that concluded this 
past week, bond prices tumbled, the 
stock market took Its sharpest drop 
in five years,. and Wall Street was 
further shaken by a near-disaster in 
the silver market. 

As the quarter drew to a close, 
the markets showed signs of 
steadying. But there was little in 
the economic news to cheer about. 

The bank prime lending rate 


climbed to a landmark high of 20 
per cent. Inflation continued to 
rage, even os growing numbers of 
analysts were warning that a long- 
postponed recession now appeared 
at hand. 

Despite all that gloom, the stock 
market managed to break a seven- 
week losing streak in the four-day 
period before the Good Friday 
Easter holiday weekend. 

The Dow Jones Average' of SO in- 
dustrials rose 8.48 to 784.13 for the

Zim takes steps to save money, fuel

As a further economy measure to 
offset Its reduced income, the com- 
pany has also cancelled the lease on 
4,000 containers It had been using 


on the home line. 

To save expensive fuel, Zim is 
having all its ships' hulls sand- 
blasted to clear marine growth 
which causes friction and loss of 
power, and is repainting them with 
a special material to prevent future 
growth. Zim has also oomlssloned a 
Swedish marine institute to in- 
vestigate the possibility of using & 
different type of propeller on Its 
ships which would save fuel by 
reducing the ships' speed.

Technion students 
fight new building

HAIFA. — Technion architecture 
students last week continued their 
year-long battle to prevent the 
relocation of the architecture facul- 
ty from Us current home In the 
more than SO-y ear-old Baerwald 
building in the Hadnr district to a 
new structure on the Technion cam- 
pus. 

The students, defending 
them selves against charges that 
they had not been Involved with the 
country's architectural needs, turn- 
ed on their own faculty and charged 
"we ore being trained into 'petlta 
bourgeois' to design buildings that 
annwer the demands of the 
bureaucracy and salve their con*, 
sciences." 

Student spokesmen Efrath Dvlr, 
Han Leckncr and Doran Oholl. all 
third-year students. Joined by facul- 
ty member Glora Ben-Dov, charg- 
ed that "removing us to the Carmel 
campus will forever shut away the 
(architecture) faculty In an Ivory 
tower.” 

The spokesmen said the Issue la 
due to come up far debate by the 
Technion Senate in May. 

The Jerusalem Post has also 
learned that the question Is schedul- 
ed to be debated at the annual 
board of governors meeting in 
June. 

"We don't need the campus 
physics laboratories," the student 
spokesmen argued last week. "The 
town Is our laboratory and we shall 
fight against being removed from 
It." Meanwhile, work on the 
building has been held In abeyance 
— not due to the students' demands, 
but rather to the current freeze on 
public building. And while the 
students are demanding that any 
funds available be used to improve 
conditions at the Baerwald 
building, the Technion administra- 
tion .counters that the students 
themselves .have, done little to im- 
prove the inside of their building.

Bargain hunters buy up 
equities in heavy trading

TEL AVIV. — In a reversal of a 
month-long trend, the equity 
market put in a strong performance 
during a week shortened by the 
holiday to three sessions. There 
was no significant news to account 
for the apparent change In Investor 
sentiment. 

However, market observer# said 
that many shares were badly over- 
sold. and prices appeared to be at 
bargain levels. Trading activity 
picked up noticeably, and on a day- 
to-day comparison basis, it was 
twice as heavy aa recorded a week 
earlier. 

The chief corpora te ne ws of the 
week was the sale of FIB1 Holdings 
by the Elsenberg Group to the 
Danot Investment Co. headed by 
Mark Mosevic and several other In- 
dustrialists. The sales price of 
#26m. made it the largest corporate 
transaction involving public com- 
panies in 1980, From an Investor's 
point of view, it is of Inter est t hat 
the per shore price paid for FTBI is 
approximately twice its current 
market price. When the market 
reopens after the holiday recess, it 
is expected that ther e will be a 
large demand for FIBI shares. 

The Index-linked bond market 
was particularly strong as all sec- 
tors of bond trading come through- 
with major gains. The gains were 
as high as B per cent, with the 80 per 
cent linked bonds being the biggest 
gainers. 

The advance followed an- 
nouncements indicating that the 
cost of fuel and other basic com- 
modities will go up. In March, the 
Treasuring tried to keep prices 
down so that the March index would 
be lower. In the aftermath of the 
market action the Bank of Israel 
should have little difficulty in sell- 
ing Its new issues. Yields of 80 per 
cent Index-linked bonds, for exam- 


ple. fell to about 1.80, assuming a 7 
per cent rise In the cost-of-living in- 
dex tor Merck. This creates a clear 
preferar.ee for the Bank of Israel 
issues, which offer a yield of 2.2 per 
cent. 

The devaluation of the Israeli 
pound In relation to the U.-S. dollar 
continued apace, and the loss in 
value of the local currency came to 
3.9 per cent. 

In the three months ending 
March 33 the local currency was 
devalued by somewhat more than 
36 per cent, a higher rate than an- 
ticipated by most observers. The 
Bank of Israel policy in effecting 
devaluations is based on the rise of 
the cost-of-living Index less the in- 
flationary rise In the similar index 
in the U.S. 

In the first quarter, the local 
currency's devaluation aa against 
the Deutschemark came to 5.3 per 
cent and 2.2 per cent in terms of the 
Swiss franc. 

Six-month Patara deposit rates of 
about 17 K per cent are continuing 
to attract investment funds: .-The in- 
terest rate for Deutschemarks is 
about half that paid for the dollar.

Court halts ouster 
of Asian visitors 

High Court Justice Meir Shatr.gar 
on Friday Issued a temporary In- 
junction to prevent the Interior 
Minister from expelling six 
residents of Hong Kor.g who eame 
to Israel to visit relatives who work 
here. 

An Israeli citizen who was with 
them at Ben-Gurion Airport's 
passport control on Thursday said 
the border officer denied them en- 
try visas, "pointing to their slanted 
eyes" .ir>d claiming that they were 
really in Israel to look for work. 

The border police officer. Pakad 
StroJ. consented to give the six 
visitors a four-day visa only after 
their relatives, who were waiting 
for them at the airport. Interceded. 
The relatives said their employers 
would deposit guarantees until the 
guests departed, but were told to go 
to the Interior Ministry, where they 
were refused an extension. 

In their application to the High 
Court, the six said the Interior 
Ministry had discriminated against 
them, and pointed out that other 
Hong Kong residents who arrived in 
the last few days had no trouble get- 
ting visitors' visas.

New figures show big rise 
in Egyptian population

CAIRO. — Egypt's population 
reached 42 million at the beginning 
of this month, an increase or 1.2 
million since April last year, accor- 
ding to official statistics released 

yesterday. . 

The high population growth rate 
of 2.9 per cent means that 48 per 
cent of Egyptians are under the age 

The population of Greater Cairo 
has risen at the slightly lower rate 
of 2.6 per cent, bringing It up to 8,- 
724,000 on April 1 this year. Another 
million commute In every day. 

Population density in the in- 
habitable parts of Egypt Is now 763 
persons per square kilometre, the 
statistics said. 

In 1937 population density was 
only 3S9 persons per square 
kilometre. 

Only 5.0 per cent of Egypt s land 
surface is inhabitable. The rest Is 
desert. 


If the present rate of population 
growth continues, there will be74 
million Egyptians by the year 2000. 

The government is taking the 
problem seriously, but so far all Its 
. attempts to encourage birth control 
have come to nothing. A mixture of 
ignorance, religious prejudice and 
economic self-interest are working 
against it. ■ 

Even the most recent birth con- 
trol campaign, partly financed by 
the U.S. Agency for International 
Development, has been criticized 
for relying too heavily on the 
written word. Unofficial estimates 
put the illiteracy rate at about 70 
per cent, higher among women. 

The government's other answer 
. to the problem or rising population 
is to build new cities in the desert to 
increase the inhabitable area. But 
even the most advanced of those 
cities will have a population of only 
150,000 in 10 years’ time, the 
equivalent of 15 months' population 
growth. 


Two more freed in Bogota; 
23 still held in embassy 


BOGOTA <AP). — Two more 
hostages were released on Friday 
by the M-19 guerrillas holding the 
Dominican Republic's embassy. 

The two men walked to freedom 
carrying their luggage, leaving 
behind 23 hostages. 19 of them 
diplomats. 

Both those freed on Friday were 
private citizens, identified as 
William Barquero Montlel, former 
Nicaraguan ambassador to Colom- 
bia under the regime of Anastasio 
Somoza, and Manuel l*ozano, a 
Spanish importer who sells supplies 
to many of the embassies here. 

They were among those invited to 
the February 27 reception at=the-_ 
embassy when the building was In- 
vaded by the guerrillas who seized 
the hostages after a brief gunflght. 

The guerrillas released six 
hostages last week and promised to 
free all non-diplomatlc personnel 
during Christian Holy Week, which 
ends today. If its promise is kept It 
will bring freedom to three Colom- 
bians and a Dominican. But 19 


diplomats, including U.S. Am- 
bassador Diego Asenclo. and 
Israeli Ambassador Ellahu Barak 
will still remain. 

There had been no advance word 
that Lozano and Barquero Montlel 
would be released. They stepped 
briskly from the embassy at 3 p.m. 
carrying their belongings, and 
walked around a corner through 
police lines, avoiding journalists. 

On Thursday, the guerrillas' 
masked woman negotiator held her 
third negotiating session In as 
many days with government of- 
ficials, presenting them with a 
written response to their proposals 
for ending the siege, a government 
spokMB&n said. 

No details were released after the 
15 -minute session, but the talks end- 
ed with hand-shakes and the 
government representatives were 
smiling broadly. 

A spokesman for President Juplo 
Cesar Turbay said the negotiators 
would meet again tomorrow.

VANCOUVER, Washington (UPH-

The preparations followed tne 
largest “harmonic tremor" yet, as 
magma (molten lava) worked its 
way up inside the 2,950 metre moun- 
tain to set off an unnerving 33- 
minute. surface-directed earth- 
quake midday Friday. It was the 
second harmonic tremor of the day, 
and the sixth recorded since Tues- 
day evening. 

As the undulating died away, the 
volcano let fly a 10 -minute blast of 
ash. steam and frozen particles the 
size of helicopters. Another blast 
followed, sending steam nearly 5 
Ions Into the sky.

Bloodshed at 
Bhutto’s grave 

KARACHI, Pakistan (AP). — 
Police fired on mourners who 
became unruly after visiting the 
grave of Prime Minister Sulflkar 
Ali Bhutto in Larkana on Friday, 
the first anniversary of his execu- 
tion. the newspaper "Jang" 
reported yesterday. 

The daily said that at least two 
persons were killed and eigbt in- 
jured. 

Bhutto was overthrown in 1977 by 
Mohammed Zia ul-Haq, the current 
president, and was detained until 
put on trial in 1978 on a charge of 
ordering the murder of a political 
opponent. Bh.utto was convicted on 
March 1. 1978, and hanged on April ! 
4. 1979. 

A large number of people bad 
come from various sections of 
Pakistan and assembled at the 
grave, he newspaper said. The 
crowd started forming a procession 
to leave, but this was prohibited by 
the local authorities, It reported.

Troops suppress protests

NEW DELHI (UPI). — Armed 
forces were called in yesterday to 
suppress disorder In India's north- 
east Assam state., where thousands 
of Assamese fasted and risked 
arrest In an escalating ethnic feud 
against refugee Bengalis. 

The governor of Assam declared 
the state, bordered on the north and 
east by Tibet and Burma, a 
"disturbed area," clearing the way 
for the use of troops. ' 

"The situation is In suen a dis- 
turbed and dangerous conditio^ .that 
the use of armed forces In aid of 
civil power is •necessary," ths 
governor declared, ordering in 
troops for two months beginning to- 
day. . ’ 

Thousands of Assamese, in- 
cluding women- and children, footed

THERE 13 a strange thing about 
Damascus' which I did not at first 
notice: there are no motorcycles. I 
asked an embassy employee In the 
Abu Roumaneh neighbourhood 
about this.

“You mean there are bombs here 
in Damascus?"

government agent who asked to see 
my identification. He then gently 
but forcefully told me not to walk on 
the street outside the parliament. 

How many terrorist attacks axe 
there? An embassy guard told me 
that there are fresh rumours of at- 
tacks every week, taut the 
government- controlled newspapers 
report only the Incidents In which 
the terrorists are caught. He told 
me that the government blamed all 
the violence on the Moslem 
Brotherhood, a group of extremist 
Sunni Moslem fundamentalists. 
Another diplomatic source told me 
that everyone was convinced that 
President Assad's personal physi- 
cian had been assassinated. 

One night, Assad denounced the 
Moslem Brotherhood in a television 
address before the Ba'ath Party 
convention. He said they were in 
league with Zionists and capitalist 
exploiters. Aside from the 
rhetorical value of Assad’s speech, 
his words were very funny in light 
of what X saw in Damascus. 

Syrian merchants have very 
strong capitalist instincts, and one 
can see plentiful merchandise from 
the U.S. and Japan freely exhibited. 
Many of the goods, lower-priced 
than those in either Cairo or Am- 
man, had made their way somehow 
through Lebanon. Assad could talk 
all he wanted about socialist 
solidarity, but here was free enter- 
prise at work: tape cassettes of the 
Bee Gees and the Beatles selling 
next to Uum Kultbuum and Farid 
sJ-Atrache.

Jordanian visas are still Issued to 
Egyptians, although diplomatic 
relations have been "cut off." 

Yet the heated emotions of the 
Palestinians along with the fears of 
some of the Beduin tribes that the 
royal family has become too 
Westernized (especially with the 
King's marriage to an American) 
help to explain why the crown rests 
uneasily on the king's head. 

This is especially true with the re- 
cent examples of instability in Tran. 
Saudi Arabia and other Moslem 
countries. Can anyone blame the 
Jordanian leader for trying to be all 
things at once? 

In Syria, well before the recent 
assassinations of Russian advisors, 
the great instability had risen to the 


surface. X felt the tension, and I had 
not even penetrated into the most 
highly affected areas where there 
are still curfews. One man told me 
that all the violence — some of it 
highly organized — could not be the 
result of just the Moslem 
Brotherhood. He believed that 
there Is a split in the Ba'ath Party 
itself. His judgement seems borne 
out by Assad's recent decision to 
concentrate more persona] control 
over the government and the army. 

The one factor that may serve as 
a unifying element in both Syria 
and Jordan — those governments 
may feel — is continued enmity 
towards Israel. 

It is true that Egypt cannot afford 
war, but can Syria and Jordan af- 
ford peace?

THE THEORY of futurology may be new; the practice is not. 
Tarael, the still incomplete product of the Zionist effort, has for 
many decades been a favourite hunting ground of futurologists 
— once known as simply forecasters. 

Many of these used to come up with pretty gloomy predic- 
tions. More often than not their motives were suspect. There 
were Jews among them who, troubled by Zionism, felt a need to 
declare it hopelessly visionary. Then there were non-Jews who 
served anti -Zionist political interests. The majority of them 
were in any case unable to fit the unique phenomenon of a 
Jewish state into the comfortable mould of their conceptual un- 
iverse. 

In the meantime practising Zionists were busy making possi- 
ble that which the futurologists declared to all intents Impossi- 
ble. 

The latest doomsday prediction comes from an American by 
the name of Dr. Marvin Cetron, who heads a firm of 
professional forecasters in Arlington Va., and considers himself 
“a good Jew." According to Dr. Oetron, Israel will crumble 
within a decade or two. 

Like all professional forecasters today, Dr. Cetron is anything 
but an amateur. Not for him the impressionistic techniques of. 
say. Lord Passfield who fifty years ago wanted to stop Jewish 
Immigration Into Palestine because “there was no longer room 
in it to swing a cat by its tail." Contemporary futurologists feed 
as many variables as possible into a computer which then, lo 
and behold, comes up with a “scientific" prediction. 

Being based on a mathematical model, and derived from in- 
contestable statistical data, such predictions automatically ac- 
quire an aura of unassailable objectivity and academic respec- 
tability. People who are closely acquainted with Buch “com- 
puter-isms" have a name for these exercises — GIGO. The 
acronym means: “garbage in — garbage out." 

Dr, Cetron has fed his computer such startlingly novel facts as 
that we have no natural resources: no iron, no copper, no — 
horror of horrors — titanium. Nor, for that matter, coal, oil, or 
water. Well, not much water, outside very rainy winters. 

Yet Lord Passfield (Sidney Webb) had even better reasons to 
predict Israel's impossibility. For years ago we had no land on 
which to settle Jews: we just made it. We did not have the Jews 
& to settle the land : we brought them :*ver. Israel ia the only uoun- 1

created it. If the revival of Hebrew had been subjected to a 
probability estimate by a computer, it would have come out as 
sheer fantasy. 

Nobody in Israel needs Dr. Cetron to tell us that we have 
problems. Some of these are frightfully serious, Although they 
may not exactly be those to which he attaches the greatest 
weight — such as the supposedly coming struggle between the 
secularists and the orthodox, or the tensions between Ashkenazi 
and Oriental Jews. 

What Dr. Cetron cannot easily feed into his computer is the 
strong likelihood that precisely because we are. for example, 
running short of water, we will do something to assure ourselves 
of its supply — by conserving It, producing it, and compensating 
for its scarcity. The same is true for most of the other 
"destabilizing" factors he has fed into the machine, including 
the policies of the present government. 

When Dr. Cetron next settles down to predicting our future, he 
might incorporate in his model one additional variable: Israel's 
will to survive, for which the apparent impossibilities are mere- 
ly a challenge.

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IN AN INTERVIEW with Mark 
Segal In The Jerusalem Post 
(March 311 Moshe Dayan is 
described as having "made the In- 
teresting point that there was little 
to choose between the Likud and the 
Labour Alignment as far as their 
attitudes towards the territories 
were concerned.” 

Whether wishful thinking Is more 
Interesting than hard reality Is a 
matter of psychological taste. But 
the very assumption of proximity 
between Labour and Likud at-' 
titudes is breathtakingly Inac- 
curate. There Is no country in the 
world in which the two main parties 
differ as sharply on a central Issue 
of national policy as do the Likud 
and Labour on the question of the 
territories. These differences had 
less operative effect before the 
current peace process began. To- 
day, when the future of the 
territories is not a matter of mere 
debate, but a subject of active 
negotiation with the Egyptian and 
American governments, these 
differences stand out sharply on 
Israel's political horizon. They can- 
not be flattened out or wished away 
by semantic guile. There has to be a 
choice one way or the other. 

Nor are the differences sub- 
sidiary and tactical. They reflect 
disparate visions of what Zionism, 
Israel and the Palestinians are all 
about. The Likud and the Labour 
movement do not mean anything 
like the same things when they use 
these terms. 

The gap between the two systems 
of thought can be understood by 
reference to the answers that they 
give to four questions: 

To Rule or Not to Role? , 

The most recent statements of 
the Labour Party's policy contain 
Lhe proposition that "we do not 
favour Israeli rule permanently 
over a million additional Arabs in 
Judea. Samaria and the Gaza 
area." There Is no truthful sense In 
which a Likud supporter could say 
anything of this kind. Mr. Begin 
quite definitely envisages an Israeli 
monopoly of sovereignty and power 
in the whole of Eretz Yisrael. After 
a few years of autonomy (inter- 
preted by the Likud as the delega- 
tion of a few para-municipal powers 
under the overriding authority of 
the military administration), the 
Likud is committed to seek the 
application of Israeli sovereignty to 
the whole of Eretz Yisrael. 

This ambition does not merely 
augur a crisis five years bence. A 
government that aims at. Israeli 
sovereignty in an undivided Eretz 
Yisrael after the la^-se of five years 
a-'V mediately in such a way 
f v r.jt' * .! i crtradic'-jry chucea 
it; Lhe fuunv . TStis involves such, a 
grudging, parsimonious, reserved 
Interpretation of autonomy as to 
make the formula worthless even 
as a prescription for co-existence In 
the interim period. An Israeli 
government that aspires to Israeli 
sovereignty five years from now is 
not likely to make any substantial 
transfer of power to a country-wide 
Arab authority today. 

The Labour movement, on the 
other hand, does not regard the 
million Arabs of the West Bank and 
Gaza as an aggregate of individuals 
who have to make the most and the 
best of a minority status. In our 
conception they are a separate 
collective entity with national at- 
tributes which demand that they

have a specific destiny outside the 
Zionist adventure to which they do 
not belong. Any attempt to detach 
them permanently from the Arab 
world Is bound to faiL 
The Arabs in those territories and 
the Jewldh citizens of Israel do not 
share any memories, emotions, 
loyalties, dreams or ambitions. A 
Labour -government, acknowledg- 
ing this reality, would seek to 
create such conditions, including 
defensible boundaries, as would 
enable them to join their kinsmen 
across the Jordan in an Arab state 
in which the Palestine people would 
have effective control of their 
future. 


We do not believe that Israel will 
have peace, security, creative 
growth or the fulfilment of its 
Jewish vocation if it is so con- 
stituted that between one-third and 
one-half of its inhabitants are op- 
posed to the central purposes of the 
state . apathetic or hostile to Its flag, 
alien to its faith and culture, con- 
temptuous of its Zionist vision, en- 
courage d to resistance by 
neighbouring countries, and en- 
couraged in their secessionist am- 
bition by the opinion of all mankind. 

The Idea that the Arabs in the 
territories could somehow be 
"digested” by an Israeli state and 
absorbed into an Israeli system of 
rule has been refuted by the em- 
pirical experience of the past 18 
years. During that period Israel has 
had a monopoly of power. Tur- 
bulence has been minim al. The 
bridges and frontiers have been 
open. From this experience the 
Palestine Arabs emerge with a 
sharper sense of separatism, a 
more passionate rejection of an 
Israeli political context and more 
International endorsement of their 
secessionist ambition than anyone 
could have conceived whan they 
first conic •jr.ci-r Israeli control. 
The idea of a unitary Palestine has 
failed both os an idea and as a reali- 
ty- 

It is -preposterous to say that 
“there is little to choose" between 
the Idea of not imposing Israeli rule 
on these people and the idea of Im- 
posing It. 


Partition or Not? 

The collision of views on the 
future of the Arab population haw an 
automatic corollary in a conflict 
over the future of the territories in 
which it lives. The Likud doctrine 
proclaims that "there shall never 
be a boundary between the River 
Jordan and the Mediterranean 
Sea. " The Labour view la that there

The Labour -movement has con- 
stantly accepted tbe partition prin- 
ciple since it became a theme of ' 
practical politics four decades ago. 
Just as a seismic shock can cause a 
profound fissure In a landscape, so 
can the effects of a long historical 
development create such a duality 
of national Identities and social en- 
vironments as to make a unitary 
structure coercive and morally 
fragile. . 

In the Labour view Israel's rights 
in Eretz Yisrael are supported and 
inspired by a- long historic connec- 
tion. But history did not end with 
the destruction of the Jewish 
kingdoms,, and It Is profoundly im - 
historic to exclude 13 centuries of 
Muslim presence from the tapestry 
of this country's historic ex- ' 
perlence. 

The partition principle Is In- 
tegrally linked with Israel's status 
within the International system. In 
the bright dawn of Zionist hopes, 
when the Palestine Arabs were of 
much vaguer Identity and smaller 
dime n sion than today, the world 
co mm u n ity could not be convinced 
that the Zionist enterprise must em- 
brace the whole of file country. 
When the Zionists asked for 
recognition of the right of the 
Jewish people to “reconstitute 
Palestine as .their national home," 
the text was rigorously amende d to 
the idea of reconstituting their 
national home in Palestine.

What Kind of Autonomy? 

Coming events cast their shadow 
behind. in theory, ipshould be possi- 
ble for those who differ on the per- 
manent solution to agree on an In- 
terim agreement that leaves the 
future open. In practice, lt Is 'dif- 
ficult to detach the two stages from 
each other. 

If your aim Is to prevent the West 
BfUik and Gaza Arabs from ever be- 
ing politically separated from 
Israel, you will do everything today 
to block that option tomorrow. The 
result will be an autonomy proposal 
limited to personal status, deprived 
of any power of enactment even on 
a subordinate level, and hedged in 
with such restriction as to make 
"full autonomy" virtually empty. 


The notion that the history of 
nations has inflicted a Solomonic 
judgment on this land, and that 
territory and sovereignty must be 
shared, not monopolised, has run 
like a consistent thread through the 
modern political history of this 
land, lie main body of Zionism and 
of Israeli diplomacy bad the genius 
to swim with the tide of that idea 
and take It at the flood. 

Revisionist Zionism, followed by 
the Likud, resisted the tide as 
resolutely as King Canute — and 
just as effectively. 


One of the sources of the current 
deadlock ties In the wish of the 
Likud leadership to evade the- 
calculated risk Inherent in any full 
or broad interpretation of. the 
autonomy idea. 

Since the Labour movement does 
not regard an eventual separation 
of the West Bank and Gaza Arabs 
from Israeli jurisdiction as a night- 
mare, It would be far less Inhibited 
In negotiating an autonomy agree- 
ment. It would legitimately deny 
the self-governing authority the 
right to proclaim statehood or to 
conduct foreign or security policy 
or to dismantle Jewish settlements 
in the West Bank and Gaza. But it 
would not seek to dictate to the self- 
gov erning authority on other 
matters or to suppress its right of 
free expression and assembly or to 
limit It to municipal functions. 
Above all, a Labour government 
would seek tbe Jordan connection 
which Mr Begin is .bound by his 
own philosophy to reject. 


Partition and Israeli statehood
